Annual Report of School Committee. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. (Crawteys FAtts.) 


This school, under the continued care of Mr. J. P. 
Swasey for this year, has more than sustained the good rep- 
utation so justly given in the report of your committee last 
year. The first time I visited it I was delighted to find a 
school so nearly up to my ideal, and every new visit evinced 
continued progress and development in the pupils. The dis- 
cipline seemed like a charm between teacher and scholars, 
which awakened in each an ambitton to do their very best, 
so that very little urging or driving was necessary. The 
scholars have learned how to study and seem to find pleasure 
in it. When I say that I credit them with having passed a 
difficult point in the ladder of learning. Those who have 
not tried teaching do not know how difficult it is in some 
cases. Another noticeable feature was the independence of 
thought and action. Nobody had to look about to see how 
his neighbor was getting along, or lean on him for help. 
Each felt sure of what he knew himself and had little fear 
for his fellow. Although the school embraces a large num- 
ber (50) of scholars, including all ages, every one received a 
fair share of attention, as they had opportunity to prove on 
examination before parents and other friends, who, we were 
happy to see, were interested to visit them. ‘The members 
of this district manifested their appreciation of their school 
by raising extra money to prolong a third term several weeks. 
I must sav, I have no doubt the faithful co-operation of the 
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parents with the teacher, together with the pleasant, conven- 
ient school-house and favorable surroundings, has much to 
do with the success of the school. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. (NortH Roan.) 


This school of two terms (spring and summer) has been 
under the care of Miss Mattie F. Scribner—a genuine teach- 
er, accurate, energetic and faithful.. Not sparing her own 
efforts, too willing, perhaps, to do the drudgery which be- 
longed to the learners. She filled up more than she drew 
out her pupils. You could see by their attention and 
bright faces that they received ideas, but were not quite so 
prompt in communicating. We were pleased with the moral 
tone accompanying the intellectual training. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. (Marsuarts Corner.) 


I hardly know how to report this school and do justice to 
all concerned. ‘There has evidently been much effort on the 
part of committees and teachers to bring it up to the proper 
standard, and not without some success; still it is not al- 
together what we could desire. ‘Though some of the pupils 
apply themselves and do well, as a whole they need to learn 
how to study for their own sakes, and not just because the 
teacher requires it. The primary object of a school seems 
to be lost sight of or become secondary. At the same time 
they need cultivation generally. There is a rudeness even 
in their play, which has a demoralizing effect in school and 
out. Miss Brown, who taught the first term, found the task 
too much for her strength. Her ability to teach was fully 
equal to the demand, as her examinations gaye evidence, 
but there were elements here which needed the exercise of 
physical strength. 

Mr. Hoyt, the teacher of the second term, is a man of ex- 
perience and good reputation as a teacher and apparently 
has physical force enough. He evidently entered upon his 
work with the desire and determination to make it a success. 
Some time was lost, to begin with, in securing suitable books 
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for some of the pupils. I will quote from the teacher’s own 
report: ‘*The school at Marshall’s Corner is in a transition 
state. School discipline must be supplemented with home 
discipline, if you would have a good school.” The arrange- 
ment of this schoolroom, like that of No. 2, is not the most 
conducive to good order. The teacher’s desk being in the 
back end of the room leaves the doors and fire too much 
under the control of the pupils. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. (Sourn Roan.) 

The first (spring) term of this school must be counted 
rather a waste of time and money. ‘The new teacher, Miss 
Annie L. Morse, a stranger to the district, commenced her 
first day with two primer scholars, instead of twenty or 
more, as she had expected—a thing well calculated to dis- 
courage ambition and encourage homesickness, of which the 
one is quite essential and the other detrimental to the work 
of a beginner, as in this case. The school increased to ten 
in the course of the term. One scholar attended several 
weeks without any book. If there is any blame in this case, 
place it where it belongs. ‘The second term opened rather 
better, under Miss Sadie L. Robinson, who discharged her 
duties conscientiously. Those children who attended rega- 
larly got the benefit and made good progress. Considering 
the amount of school they have ina year, (18 weeks) they 
compare wonderfully well with other scholars of the same 
age. The school-house is pleasant and convenient, nicely - 
adapted to the wants of the district. 


DISTRICT NO. 5. (County Farm.) 


This school, in a nice, pleasant little room, has been very 
fortunate in being placed under the care of a teacher, Miss 
Anabel 8S. Tucker, who has a delightful faculty of adapting 
herself to the children. Being decidedly primery, it requires 
some tact to keep up a continued interest. It was gratifying 
to see how well this was done. We were especially pleased 
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with the accomplishments in writing-—equal to any pupils in 
town of the same age. 


The schools in this town were prosperously opened under 
the supervision of the late Mr. John Brown. My service 
commenced June Ist. Knowing, as I do, the usual fruit- 
lessness of any individual effort for the improvement of our 
public schools, were I a man I might forbear saying any- 
thing, but a woman is irrepressible tho’ nobody listens. My 
acquaintance with the schools this year has sovawakened my 
zeal and interest that I feel like calling the attention of all 
who ought to be concerned to a few notes and suggestions. 
I would heartily endorse those made by your faithful Com- 
mittee of last year. It is plain, little progress can be made 
until more money can be appropriated. ‘To some unacquain- 
ted with the work, the present amount expended (nearly a 
thousand dollars a year,) may seem large, even exorbitant, 
but is not the training of our children, who will so soon de- 
velope, either wisely or unwisely, according to that training, 
and become the men and women of our country, a matter of 
too much consequence to be neglected for dollars and cents. 
To get the amount of school we have, averaging twenty 
weeks a year, in all the districts except one, they have to 
extend over a large territory, which is a great disadvantage, 
and employ teachers at a comparatively cheap rate. An- 
other term for each would be no more than could be attended 
with comfort and profit. In fact the benefit of what we have 
is partially lost in the long vacations. Since we cannot have 
graded schools we need to have, somewhere in town, not 
always the same place, perhaps, two terms of high school a 
year, of which all the advanced pupils in town might have 
the benefit. This would be no more expensive than sending 
a few scholars out of town and paying tuition and board, as 
we are now compelled to do if we desire anything beyond 
the common branches, and give younger students a better 
advantage in the common schools.
